therefore the happineſſe of States doth not hold ot. 
the Starres. But thall we in good earneſt confute 
theſe men, or ſhall we laughar them? Toconture 
them: vere to an/ver a foole in his folh - therefore 
citherpity their blindnefle, or laugh acrheir mad- 
nefle, and ſo let them goe. 
2. I might by many Scripture Examples ſhevv 
the force orrather omnipotence of prayer ; | whas 
power ichath over men, over devills, overthe 
clements of the world, over God himſelfe.Tocite 
a few,provingthe efficacy thereof forthe publique | 
good, When Pharaoh and his #zyptians were rea- 
dy tocut him and his I/raelites to pieces, Moſes by 
praycr-divided the Seca, andeſcaped from them. 
When: Corah and his complices-made an inſur- 
reRion, and diſturbed the peace; the ſame Moſes 
by prayer opened the mouth ofthe earth, and{ent 
them quickcto hell. When God Exod.z2. would 
have diſpatched all 1/raelata blow, the ſelfe ſame 
Moſes held his hands by prayer lo ſtrongly , thar 
God ſ{eemes to aske Mo/esleavetoſtrike them;and 
likeoneftrugling to gertloofe, but could nor, cries 
out, Let me alone: Let thee alone ! Qu tenet te 
Dome (replies Saint Auguſtine). Lotd,vwvho hol- 
deth thee? Why,that doth Moſes here;that 1 cannor

kave my wilt upon theſe rebells. Cannot? Nor 
tor want of ſtrengrh., for who is like to the Lord 
m power?but forthe aboundance of his clemency, 
which would not ſuffer him to lift up his hand a- 
gain(t char people, for whom his faithfullſeryaut 
lo carneltly belought him. I might name more, 
but thele are enough to ſhew how effectuall iris 

tO pray, to pray for the peace of [eruſalem: 
3. Take this fora rule. Prayer implics the uſe 
of All ſubordinate meanes requiſite forthe obtai- 
ning of that ve pray tor. We mult not ſtand wi- 
{ing and woulding and doe juſt nothing: This 
very thing hath undone us, like the Carter in the 
table, who when his Cart ftucke faft in aflough, 
[ers him downe and cries amaine, Helpe Hercules, 
helpe: Hercules appearing chid thelubber ; helpe 
you (ſaid he) and I will helpe.Our devotion mutt 
be ſeconded by our devoire. To our prayers we 
mult joine our purſes and our perſons , not onely 
pray, bur fight, and pay for the peace of Jeruſalem. 
Pray and pay too? durusſerme, this 1s no good Ser: 
mon, whocan endure to heare it?*Pray it youwill, 
the whole Liturgy over ; outpray a falſe Phariſee, 
z babling Papiſt , an extemporanean Enthuhaft, 
with all their orationes /ine ratione, their endleflc 
{cnlelefle effuſtons, yea and falt into the bargaine, 
(0 
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fo we may {cape Scotefree and pay nothrog.Butno 
penny no Pater- Noſter, as good neither the one 
nor the other, as not both "rogether;, both theſe 
muſt meet, or no peace will be concluded. For 
this deduction 1s obvious to every mans reaſon: 
Our peace we ſhall never recover,it the rebels may 
have their will ; their will they will have, it we 
be not providedto breakethem» of it; proviſion 
cannot be made without money , money cannot 
be had withour contribution, therefore out wich, 
your purſcs, and pay for the peace of Terufalem. 

I may boldly {peake it: He can neither be a 
good Snbjeft, nora right honeſt man, who forthe 
preſervation of theKing, Religion, Lawes ,Liber- 
ty, Learning , the Clnanbns: and his mae: 
peace, would not thinke nor onely allthe money 
in his purte, but all the bloud in his body w ell 
ſpent. Chrift-hath commanded ns to give onto 
Ceſar the things that are C eſars' and inforced the 
commandement by his ovvae example, who as 
Lord Verulam well oblerveth, never Wrought mira- 
cle about money matter, but onely to pay tribute unto 
Ceſar. Bur enough ofthis: for he istoo much a 
ſtranget rothele hard times; that thinks ro do any 
good 'by chargeable dodtrines. Now for fohcing., 
alchough che peryerfenefle and obſtinacy of our 


eneniues

enemies hathleft'us no other way to raiſe our col- 
lapſed peace, - vis nor {0 comely for us who 
are or ought to be Angels'ot peace,outot thisplace 
to ſound the Alarmes of warre,and ro whetmens 
courages to cut throats. Onely this [le ſay, who- —8 
loever out of a conicientious regard hadto his dus 
ty, obliged by the lawes of God and men, ſhall 
loole his life in the ſervice of the King, Idare not 
deny that man the honour of a Martyr. 
4. Prayer is for, or againſt: if we be friends to 
the peace of Jeruſalem, we malt be enemies to the 
enemies of it ; it we pray for that, we mult pray 
azainſt theſe. Now it God be the authourot peace, 
warre and dilcord can have no authour but Gods 
adverſary the Devill . and they thazace the ſtirrers 
 upand fomenters of it, muſt needs be his inſtru- 
ments wholoever they be.
